One of the first assignments 
for the law firm will be to sift 
the 62 volumes of hearing rec- 
ords of the Senate Rackets Com- 
mittee to find “probative evi- 
dence” to use against the union 
officers, O’Donoghue said. 

Monitors Plan Hearings. 

The chairman said the board 
of monitors probably would con- 
duct its own hearings on some 
of the charges leveled against 
Hoffa. These include allegations 
of encouraging racketeering and 
harboring criminals in office. 

If such hearings are held, the 
monitors, as officers of the fed- 
eral court, will have authority to 
place witnesses under oath, 


SEAT BELTS SAVE 
69 ON PLANE WHEN 
WHEEL COLLAPSES 


BOSTON, July 21 (UPI) — A 

odern airliner’s simplest safety 
device—the seat belt—was credit- 
ed today with saving 69 persons 
from injury when the nose wheel 
of an American Airlines plane 
collapsed on landing last night. 

The front end of the four- 
engined DC-6 nosed down when 
the wheel gave way at Logan 
International Airport. 

Morton Nash of New York said 
there was a ‘“‘terrific vibration”’ 
as the nose scraped along the 
runway. “We were all pitched 
forward, but our safety belts 

ept us in our seats.”’ 

The only injury occurred when

U.S. ‘WHITE FLEET’ 
OF MERCY SHIPS 
AND PLANES URGED 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (UPT) 
—Four members of Congress to- 
day proposed ‘egislation to set 
up a “great white fleet’’ of mer- 
cy ships and planes, equipped for 
health and relief work in un- 
der-developed areas of the world. 

They offered resolutions in 
both the Senate and House, call- 
ing on President Eisenhower to 
remove ships and planes from 
the nation’s ‘‘mothball’’' fleet to 
create the new force.

The State Highway Department 
has rolled out the barrels in an 
attempt to relieve rush-hour con- 

gestion on the new Daniel Boone 
Expressway. 

Motorists are doing some bar- 
rel-rolling, too. Some of them 
are banging into the obstruc- 
tions and sénding them flying. 

The barrels were placed on 
one lane of the stretch leading 
from ‘Clayton road to the Red 
Feather Express Highway. 

The idea was to reduce traffic 
on the approach from-two lanes 
to one. At the point where the 
two lanes enter the highway, two 
additional lanes of. traffic ‘also 
| enter from the Daniel Boone Ex- 
pressway. 

“Four lanes merging into two 
just doesn't work,” said Ellis C. 
Henry Jr., acting city traffic di- 
rector. ‘‘That’s why the state 
decided to reduce it to three 

g’ 
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lanes. Even so, motorists are 
still having trouble.”’ 

The barrels have been knocked 
over more than once by confused 
drivers. A few minor accidents 
have occurred but so far police 
have reported nothing serious. 

The problem is that four east- 
bound lanes of traffic from Clay- 
ton road and the. Daniel Boone 
Expressway lead into the two 
eastbound Janes of the Express 
Highway. 

Henry said the timing of the 
traffic signal at Clayton and 
Skinker boulevard had been

ohe time. ‘Traffic department 
observers are continuing to study 
the intersection during morning 
rush hours.

WASHINGTON, July 21 (UPI) 
—A hot-tempered outlaw who 
often loses part of his loot at 
race tracks became one of the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion’s 10 most wanted fugitives 
today. 

He is James Francis Jenkins, 
37 years old, a Philadelphia na- 
tive currently wanted for parti- 
cipation in a $17,730 bank rob- 
bery at Broomall, Pa., and for 
escape. 


Despite his belligerent dispo- 
sition, Jenkins has shown pa- 
tience. He and two cellmates 
spent 13 days gouging a hole in 
the ceiling of a Philadelphia jail 
with a screw driver, finally 
climbing through to freedom on 
April 30 of this year.

AS STEEL WEDGE 


Seeking to Set Pattern 


Hope of Settling 
Strike in Other.

NEW YORK, July 21 (AP) — 
Steelworkers Union president 
David J. McDonald turned his 
attention today to negotiations 
with aluminum companies, hop- 
ing a settlement there might 
shorten the steel strike. 

He met for nearly two hours 
with members of his aiuminum 
negotiating teams, who have 
been bargaining with the three 
major aluminum producers for 
more than a week. 

The union teams were sclie- 
duled to return to the bargain- 
ing tables this afternoon, but 
McDonald said he would not be 
present. 

McDonald said the aluminum 
industry has not yet replied to 
the union’s contract proposals. 

Contracts with the “Big 
Three” aluminum companies— 
Alcoa, Reynolds and Kaiser— 
expire July 31. The firms em- 
ploy about 58,000 production 
workers. .The steel union rep- 
resents about 30,500 of them. A 
strike would shut down about 50 
per cent of the country’s alum- 
inum_ production. 

The union strategy apparently 
is to try to win a wage increase 
in aluminum, then use this gain 
as a wedge to end the resistance 
of the steel companies to any in- 
crease in labor costs. 

Same Increase Sought. 

The Steelworkers seek the 
same annual 15-cent hourly wage 
increase in aluminum that they 
seek in steel. 

Average hourly wages in steel 
were $3.10 when the strike 
began. Aluminum wages range 
from $2.76 to $2.91 an hour. 

The week-old strike in the 
basic steel industry has made 
500,000 workers idle and shut 
down about 90 per cent of the 
nation’s steel output. It has 
brought unemployment to more | 
than 40,000 workers in allied 
fields—coal, trucking and rail- 
roads.

Willing to Attend Talks.

He added that he advises his 
salesmen ‘‘never to do any favor 
for anybody in the service.” He 
said it not only is “unethical,” 
but is also “‘the surest way not 
to get a contract.”

Déan Acheson urged the West 
today to tell the Soviet Union 
at Geneva that it will stay in 
Berlin even if it means war.

Target of the Teamsters’ ac- 
tion is an order issued here last 
February by Judge Letts di- 
recting Hoffa and other officers 
of the union to obey orders is- 
sued by a majority of the three- 
member panel of monitors which 
has been attemptinz to institute 
reforms in the union. 

The board of monitors was set 
up in January 1958 under a con- 
sent decree which permitted 
Hoffa to take office provisionally. 

Judge Letts’s action in im- 
plementing the decree last Feb- 
ruary was upheld in June by 
the Circuit Court of Appeals 
which, a month later, turned 
down a union appéal to stay its 
own order, 

Union’s Contention. 

In its petition to Black, the 
union contended that the original 
consent decree gave the present 
officers of the union the right 
to administer its affairs but that 
the February “modification” by 
Judge Letts “‘took from the 1,- 
600,000 members of the union 
and its subordinate bodies the 
right to govern their own affairs 
through their elected officers.” 

The petition charged that 
Judge Letts took from the execu- 
tive board the right fo deter- 
mine when a new convention 
should be held to conduct an 
election in accord with the con- 
sent decree and that he disre- 
garded the union’s constitution in 
policy matters, such as disci- 
plinary action.

Three partners in an East St. 
Louis handbook operation were 
and fined 


States District Judge William G. 
Juergens in East St. Louis. 
Clancy’s partners, Donald L. 
Kastner and James F. Prind- 
able, each were sentenced to 
three years in prison and fined 
$2000. 


In addition, the three defend- 
ants were ordered to pay the 
costs of prosecution, estimated 
at $5000. 

Clancy, Kastner and Prindable 
were found guilty by a jury 
last May 14. 

The Government contended 
two sets of books were kept to 
conceal] the extent of gambling 
operations_of North Sales Co., 
which the three defendants op- 
erated. This firm, which had 
headquarters at 2300A State 
street in East St. Louis, was 
formed about July 1, 1953. 

Evidence at the trial showed 
in March 1957 one set of books 
indicated the firm collected $11,- 
713 in bets and paid a tax of 
$1191. The Government contend- 
ed that actual receipts were 
$103,441, requiring a tax of 
$10,344. ; 

Prindable solicited agents for 
the handbook operation; Clancy 
was the bookkeeper and Kast- 
ner the office manager, it was 
testified. 


In pleading for leniency for 
th ethree men, Defense Attor- 
ney John O’Connell said: 


“We have had gambling in 
East St. Louis for 30 years and 
these men were not looked upon 
without respect. The law has 
changed; these men have not.” 


O’Connell said to Judge Juer- 
gens: 

“If you send these men to the 
penitentiary, you are sending 
some of our best people to the 
penitentiary. It doesn’t make 
sense if the purpose of confine- 
ment is rehabilitation.” 


The defense attorney said the 
defendants had never before 
been arrested or convicted. He 
contended that they had mis- 
understood the law and were 
confused by the complexities 
of the tax regulations.

Remarking that “records are 
deceptive,” Neenan pointed out 
that in Police Judge Morris 
Rosenthal’s court, in which 
Young is the prosecutor, 17 out 
of 81 charges against 46 indi- 
viduals involved destruction of 
city property.

In many of 
these cases, charges had to be 
dropped when drivers refused 
to testify against each other, 
and in other cases witnesses

When the leaders of the Steelworkers’ 
Union called half a million of its mem- 
bers out of the steel mills last week, they 
began a strike for more inflation. 


That is the issue ... the real issue... at stake in 
the steel strike. 


Inflation is an issue which affects the future secu- 
rity of every man, woman and child in America — of 
steelworkers themselves as they compete for jobs 
against the low-paid workers in steel abroad — of the 
steel companies and of every other industry in the 
country. 


Inflation is an issue which may even affect the secu- 
rity — and thé credit — of the American government 
itself. 


Inflation is an All-American issue! 


COMPANIES SOUGHT NON-INFLATIONARY PACTS 


During the bargaining the Companies sought non- 
inflationary labor agreements, They realize that no 
one industry — no one union — can alone and single- 
handed stop inflation. 


But they also know that another wage increase in 
steel now would set off similar increases throughout 
industry, as other unions strive to catch up with the 
steelworkers, This would force higher prices for every- 
thing you buy, even if the price of steel were held at 
present levels. 


For this reason the steel companies recognized that 
they and the steel union have a compelling responsi- 
bility not to add to the deadly inflation spiral. Rising 
prices have already eaten away half the buying power 
of your dollar in less than 20 years. 


The Union leaders recognized no such responsibility. 
They persisted to the very end in demands for infla- 
tionary increases in wages and benefits. Then, for the 
sixth time since World War II, they closed down the 
nation’s steel mills. 


NO ONE WILL BENEFIT 


No one will benefit from a steel strike. Many hard- 
ships will result. But the greatest harm of all would 

comé from another inflationary spiral. This would be 

the certain consequences of acceding to the Union’s 

demands. 


Steelworkers themselves are aware that they gain 
little or nothing in the end from inflationary wage in- 
creases. Their views have been revealed by scores of 
surveys by leading newspapers and magazines 
throughout the country. 


UNION CLOSES ITS EARS TO FACTS — 


Throughout the negotiations the Union leaders have 
closed their ears to these salient facts: 


m@ Steelworkers are now paid at the highest level of 
the world’s industrial workers — their average earn- 
ings are nearly $25 a day plus benefits of an added 
$4.88 a day. This amounts to about $7 a day more 
than the average of all manufacturing workers in 
America. 

w Steelworkers’ gains in recent years have outstripped 
those in any other industry. ; 


@ Another round of wage and benefit increases now 
will tend further to price steelworkers out of markets 
at home and abroad, as they compete with lower-paid 
workers. | 


Notwithstanding these considerations, the 
Union continued to press for inflationary in- 
creases. 


COMPANIES MAKE PROPOSALS 


The companies proposed that the present level of 
wages and benefits (including the current 17-cent 
cost-of-living accumulation) be extended for an addi- 
tional year beyond June 30, 1959. They remain con- 
vinced that this offered the best way for the Union 
and Companies to join with their 177,000,000 fellow 
Americans in the fight against inflation. 

But the Union leaders rejected this proposal out 
of hand. 

In a final effort to prevent a strike, the Companies 
then made this offer to the Union: 


“We are willing to negotiate insurance and pension 
benefits during the first year of a two-year agreement 
and a modest wage increase in the second year, tf the 
Union will agree to contract provisions which would 
enable us to generate further economic progress in 
operations sufficient to offset the cost of such in- 
creases.” 

Further, the Companies assured the Union that 
there was no desire to limit the economic progress of 
steelworkers. They pointed out the wide-open oppor- 
tunities for each individual employee to improve his 
own income through advancement on the job, promo- 
tion and incentive compensation. 


COMPANIES ASK END OF WASTEFUL PRACTICES 


In order to make possible the improved benefits and 
wage increase which the Companies indicated, these 
changes were sought in the former agreements: 
First, that the so-called local work-practice clauses 
in. the labor agreements be clarified so that manage- 
ments in cooperation with the Union could take rea« 
- sonable actions to eliminate waste and improve effi- 
' ciency and thereby effect savings for the benefit of 
all; and 
Second, that the agreements include stronger meas- 
ures to discourage wildcat strikes which hurt thou- 
sands of innocent workers as well as the Companies, 


Despite the obvious fairness and soundness of these 
proposed measures, they were rejected by the Union. 
It insisted on an immediate and inflationary wage 
increase, ‘ 

In addition, the Companies proposed that the auto- 
matic cost-of-living clauses be discontinued, because 
experience shows that these, of themselves, tend to 
feed inflation. This, too, was turned down. 


PROGRESS MUST BE NON-INFLATIONARY 


Steelworkers have made great economic progress. We 
want them to make further progress. But another 
round of inflationary wage increases for them now 
would only add to the already burdensome living costs 
of all Americans. 

We believe that, in standing firm against the forces

The Navy’s proposed command 
eventually would not only take 
in direction of space reconnais- 
sance vehicles, like satellites, 
and weapons of space but might 
eventually include control of bal- 
listic missiles. 

A unified space command 
would be composed of deputies 
from the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. The commander would 
be chosen by rotation from each 
service. A deputy also would 
represent the civilian agency, 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 

The Navy is only begirining to 
enter the field of strategic bal- 
listic missiles through develop- 
ment of its 1200-mile-range Po- 
laris solid fuel weapon. Repre- 
sentation on an over-all space 
command, with an admiral ro- 
tating with Army and Air Force 
generals in command, obviously 
would give the Navy a better 
foothold in the missile-space 
field. 

If and when the proposal 
reaches the stage of formal JCS 
consideration, Air Force advo- 
cates are expected to emphasize 
that: the single, strategic con- 
cept already advanced for SAC 
is adequate eventually to include 
space commands as well as mis- 
siles, and the plan would con- 
fuse the already complex mis- 
sile-space setup in government 
by superimposing or injecting 
a new agency. 

In any JCS showdown, the 
Navy would have to look to the 
Army for help. The Navy’s view 
is that a military space com- 
mand would be an extension of 
a system already used. An ex- 
ample is the joint task forces 
created for the nuclear weapon 
tests in the Pacific. Missions of 
those joint forces—Army, Navy 
and Air, with commanders from 
different services chosen for dif- 
ferent tests—was not only to 
direct an operation but to pro- 
vide the complicated system of 
supplies, equipment and mainte- 
nance. 

Such a joint méthod of mili- 
tary support will be needed for 
the first man-in-space program, 
Project Mercury. 

The space command, like 
present systems, would come un- 
der JCS in a- direct chain of 
command. It would, in addition 
to its operational function, take 
direction over the three missile 
and vehicle test ranges in Cali- 
fornia, Florida and New Mexico. 
Headquarters of the command 
would include a “space surveil. 
lance control center’ for direc- 
tion of ballistic missile radar 
and satellite-carried warning net- 
works, 


EISENHOWER PROMISES AID 
TO AMERICAS AGAINST REDS 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower said yes- 
terday the United States wants 
to co-operate with all the Ameri- 
can republics “in areas of com- 
mon interest, including the strug- 
gle against international Com- 
munism.”’ 

Mr. Eisenhower made this 
remark accepting the credentials 
of Dr. Luis F. Thomen, newly 
appointed ambasador of the Do- 
minican Republic. In presenting 
his credentials, Thomen warned 
against the dangers of Commu- 
nist penetration in the western 
hemisphere. Asked by newsmen 
of his comments about Commu- 
nism were aimed at the Cuban 
revolutionary government of Fi- 
del Castro, Thomen said he was 
not talking about anyone in par- 
ticular. 

One reporter asked if there 
was any discussion with Mr. Eis- 
enhower about “apparent ten- 
sion between Washington and 
Ciudad Trujillo.” Thomen re- 
plied that ‘‘we do not feel there 
are any tensions.”

(AP)—The Democratic State 
Committee is introducing Sen- 
ator Stuart Symington of Mis- 
souri to the party faithful around 
the country as a man who can 
win in 1960.

Such surgical feats are among 
the most impressive features of 
contemporary Soviet medicine, 
but American visitors have been 
critical of many aspects of bio- 
logical science in that country. 
Except for a few high spots, 
medical research seems well be- 
hind his country’s. 


This has been the result of 
comparatively small govern- 
ment support, plus, in the view 
of the visitors, the intrusion of 
Communist dogma into the bio- 
logical sciences, Nevertheless, 
many American doctors who 
have seen Soviet medical fa- 
cilities have found, on their re- 
turn, that the minds of their 
countrymen tend to be closed 
to Soviet achievements. 

A DELEGATION of five lead- 
ers in American medical re- 
search said, after its return: “‘It 
would be arrogant, stupid, and 
even dangerous for the United 
States to ignore Soviet medicine 
and research.” 


The physician who witnessed 
the lung operation was Dr. Jean 
Henley, assistant professor of 
anesthesiology at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. 

She also saw surgical prac- 
tices that distressed her. She 
feels that the Russians do not 
recognize impending shock in a 
patient and take countermeas- 
ures as soon as we do. She 
also said she saw patients on 
the operating table in a state of 
oxygen deprivation. 

Medical schools normally are 
not attached to universities and 
comparatively little research is 
done there or at the universities. 
Most research is at institutes 
controlled by the regional or 
national academies of science. 
Hence Americans find that So- 
viet education and research lack 
the inspiration that each can 
afford to the other. 


The breadth of the Soviet 
problem has led to emphasis 
on preventive medicine, with 
notable success in some areas. 
One of these is what the Rus- 
sians call ‘‘environment epidemi- 
ology.” 

THE WORK in this field 
particularly impressed Dr. Karl 
F, Meyer, a noted bacteriologist 
and director emeritus of the 
Hooper Foundation of the Uni- 
versity of California. 


The father of this approach to 
epidemics is Yevgeny N. Pavlov- 
sky, director of the Zoological 
Institute of the Soviet Academy 
of Sciences. The technique per- 
tains to animal-borne diseases, 
such as tick encephalitis, plague 
and tularemia. 

A display at the current Soviet 
exhibition at the Coliseum in New 
York shows 13 animals, ranging 
from birds to bears, involved in 
the tick encephalitis cycle. 


Environmental e pide miology 
seeks to determine what environ- 
mental factors, such as vegeta- 
tion and climate, favor outbreaks 
of a disease. The Russians have 
been sending teams of 200 to 
300 technicians into the field to 
study these inter-relationships. 

Dr. Meyer says this approach 
is original with the Russians and 
was put into practice recently 
when the situation in the Volga 
region seemed ripe for an out- 
break of the plague. Consequent- 
ly a mass poisoning of ground 
squirrels was initiated. 

WHILE MALARIA is not yet 
wiped ‘out, the report says, it is 
no longer a problem, ‘‘except 
in terms of how to employ the 
3000 entomologists from the ma- 
laria contrel teams who have 
become technologically unem- 
ployed.”

Russians chiefs and deputies in posts on 
American and British soil—should go far to 
maintain the integrity of inspection. 

The demand by the Russians for 23 or 24 
of the 30 technicians in control posts on their 
own soil is of course absurd. The result 
would be self-inspection, and we do not know 
of any country in the world which would put 
any stock in Russian self-inspection. It is in 
fact the very depth and universality of the 
suspicions which Russia has drawn on itself 
by its own actions that have led to the present 
demand for a fool-proof inspection system. 

In these prolonged and trying conferences 
at Geneva, now well past their hundredth 
meeting, the United States and Britain are 
displaying a doggedness of effort which is 
both comforting and winning to peoples ev- 
erywhere. Perhaps the West bas already 
won a propaganda victory because we have 
not been trying to win one, but endeavoring 
simply to get on with the job. 

Let us continue to persevere. If there is 
any way to come to an agreement with the 
Russians without sacrificing the essential prin- 
ciple of adequate inspection and control, let 
us not leave it unexplored. 


Eugene Meyer 

Eugene Meyer made a life work of meeting 
needs. He met a need in industry when he 
took a leading part in putting together the 
first fully integrated chemical enterprise. He 
met another need when he helped devise the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation as a 
means of steadying the business economy 
after the 1929 crash. He met an urgent inter- 
national need when after World War II, he 
assumed directorship of the pioneering 38- 
nation World Bank. 

But Eugene Meyer met no greater need 
than when he bought The Washington Post at 
public auction in 1933 and began its recon- 
struction into one of the most influential of 
American newspapers. Mr. Meyer was a Re- 
publican, but he saw to it that The Washington 
"Post became known as vigorously independ- 
ent. In a page 1 statement he said very early 
in his career as a journalist: “A newspaper 
must serve as the conscience of its commu- 
nity. It is a public institution. Its duty is 
to its readers and not to the private interests 
of its owners.” 

Andrew W. Mellon called on Mr. Meyer in 
1936 and offered to buy The Washington Post. 
The paper was then still losing money. Mr. 
Meyer replied by saying that notwithstanding 
the financier’s resources of at least 300 mil- 
lion dollars, he did not have enough money 
to buy the kind of independent newspaper 
that Eugene Meyer was trying to build. That 
one memory ought to keep The Washington 
Post a great American institution for many 
years to come. 


Dominican Mystery 


The death of Ramon Marrero Aristy, the 
Dominican Republic’s Minister of Labor, in a 
flaming automobile crash adds to a growing 
list of mysteries involving the land of Dictator 
Trujillo. 

Marrero was considered a liberal influence 
—the only one—in the Trujillo government. 
But a New York Times correspondent indi- 
cates that Marrero may have been blamed for 
a Times report of Trujillo corruption pub- 
lished while Marrero was visiting this coun- 
try. He died the day after he returned home, 
but details of the accident were not given 
in Ciudad Trujillo. 

Two years ago Congressman Charles O. 
Porter of Oregon predicted, in a magazine 
article, that more critics and opponents of 
Trujilloism would be found dead of “suicide,” 
or “trying to escape,” and some would never 
be found at all. He added: “People will still 
die in mysterious auto accidents.” 

Congressman Porter mentioned a long rec- 
ord of political assassination, including two 
Dominicans shot down in New York City, and 
then dealt with thé case which had brought 
him into conflict with the Trujillo regime. 
In 1956 a distinguished author and critic of 
the Trujillos, Dr. Jesus de Galindez, disap- 
peared from New York. Apparently he was 
kidnaped. A young Oregonian named Ger- 
ald Murphy, a constituent of Mr. Porter's, 
was suspected of flying Galindez to the Do- 
minican Republic. 

Before United States officials could make a 
thorough investigation, Dominican police said 
Murphy had been murdered by another flier 
who had thereupon. killed himself. Moreover, 
another Dominican believed to have had a 
part in the Galindez case was reported miss- 
ing, and his wife dead in an auto accident. 
The State Department learned all this as it 
tried to uncover the well-covered trail of the 
Murphy affair. 

The Dominican Republic stands today as 
the worst example of ruthless totalitarianism 
in the New World. Yet this is the govern- 
ment which Senator Eastland of Mississippi 
praised fulsomely in Ciudad Trujillo last year. 
And recently Senator Eastland has been con-

The “fee system” is one of the ugliest evils 
of the administration of justice in the United 
States. Under it the judicial officer is paid 
according to his convictions—his fees rise 
with the numbers of defendants he finds guil 
ty and against whom he levies fines. 

Under a bill passed by the Illinois Legisla- 
ture and now signed by Gov. Stratton, jus- 
tices of the peace and police magistrates are 
separated by law from the fee system. After 
this law becomes effective, they will be put 
on a salary basis and there will be no more 
fees for them. A companion bill still on the 
Governor’s desk also needs to become law— 
the one which reduces the number of justices 
to a legal maximum in downstate counties. 
It would be a waste of money to pay salaries 
to the present army of justices and magistrates 
that now cover downstate Illinois like the 
morning dew. 


The Space Program Lags 

It is disappointing to learn that the United 
States space program is not only inadequate 
but is beset by confusion. That is the report 
of the Senate Subcommittee on Governmental 
Organization for Space Activities; headed by 
Senator Symington, which spent weeks check- 
ing on civilian and military space efforts. 

Judging by the findings detailed in this re- 
port, the Defense Department and the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Administration, 
which handles the civilian program, are both 
at fault. 

The Pentdégon set up the Advanced Re- 
search Projects Agency on Feb. 7, 1958, to 
work with the three military services on 
space matters. NASA was established and 
set up last Oct. 1 by Congress. Both actions 
were in response to the surprise that Soviet 
Russia achieved on Oct. 4, 1957, with the 
launching of the first earth satellite. 

The subcommittee now calls for integrat- 
ing all space projects in a unified plan. It 
says “a great deal more effort to co-ordinate 
military and civilian space policies” is needed. 
Its recommendation that the role of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force in the military 
space program should be clarified is a re- 
minder that just such lack of clarification 
was at the hottom of the missile troubles that 
have beset the services for several years. 
Even the operations of the civilian-military 
liaison committee which was formed to co- 
ordinate NASA with the Pentagon drew 
criticism. 

One silver lining to this cloud is that the 
report covers the early days of the nation’s 
space program. So there may be time to 
make the needed corrections before the faults 
do major harm. Another is that all the reme- 
dial steps can be carried out by administrative 
action within the government without addi- 
tional legislation. 

It is now up to the Administration to refute 
the subcommittee’s able report—if it can—or 
else take remedial action. 


The Unanswered Question 

If everybody has forgotten the get-rich- 
quick television quiz shows and the murk of 
scandal in which they disappeared, their pro- 
ducers are happy. New York’s District Attor- 
ney Hogan says the grand jury investigation 
which he conducted “disclosed .a gigantic 
fraud and hoax... . involving a regular prac- 
tice of informing contestants whose lengthy 
presence on the show is deemed profitable, 
of the questions to. be asked, and frequently 
providing the correct answers as well.” 

An intense effort now is being made to pre- 
vent publication of this report. Whether it 
affords grounds for prosecution or for action 
by the Federal Communications Commission, 
of course, cannot be said by those who have 
not seen it. Even if no indictable offenses 
are uncovered, the public was contemptuously 
duped by some quiz shows, and the public 
has a right to know how it was flim-flammed, 
legally or illegally. 

Those who accepted payment for participa- 
tion in these shows have no more right to ask 
that their feelings be protected than have the 
producers. What are they trying to hide? 
A good dose of publicity would be a safe- 
guard against similar fraud in the future.

Many states try to attract new in- 


dustries, but New Mexico is the first, 
though probably not the last, to permit 
them to be bought outright.

He would be a useful cong 
plement to the capable Ambassador 
Thompson in Moscow, and the two 
could no doubt work well in tandem. 

What makes the fracas so disgrace- 
ful is the emptiness of the Bridges- 
Dirksen objections. As a career officer 
Mr. Bohlen was in no sense responsi- 
ble for the invidious agreéments at 
Yalta that subsequently went sour. 
The fiasco of the hearings in 1953 
showed that, and it also showed that 
the real focus of Senator Bridges and 
the late Senator McCarthy was not 
Mr. Bohlen’s qualifications but rather 
the Truman- Acheson foreign policy 
and President Eisenhower’s modera- 
tion. 

Well, this is a poor time to be ex- 
huming the decayed horse of Yalta. 
The Senate has twice expressed fts 
confidence in Mr. Bohlen by confirm- 
ing him to ambassadorships. For Re- 
publican senatorial leaders to revive 
the whole matter now is simply to 
undercut and embarrass the Adminis- 
tration, McCarthy-fashion, in a vital 
aspect of foreign affairs. 

The Democrats could just as con- 
sistently run against the excesses of 
the Reconstruction era. It is time to 
bury the mistakes of Yalta, such as 
they were, once and for all and con- 
centrate on the present danger from 
the Soviet Union.

LIFE STUDIES, by Robert Lowell, (Far- 


rar, Straus and Cudahy, 90 pgs., $3.50.) 


Robert Lowell, aged 42 and of the 
perennially distinguished Lowell clan, 
can hardly be called “rather odd” like 
his forebears. (‘‘Percy saw canals on 
Mars, Amy loved to smoke cigars,” 
ran an old Harvard quip.) He has 
become in fact—like the non-partisan 
sons of deceased presidents—something 
of a symbol of an earlier, palmy era 
of Briand pacts and maroon Pierce 
Arrows. In “Life Studies,” which con-

In this 
respect they have a peculiar resem- 
blance—though it is only superficial— 
to Amy Lowell’s imagism. The strength 
of his poetry lies not in his ability to 
catalog everyday things and events in 
skillful verse, but in his subtle obser- 
vations, his suggestion of meanings. 
This technique is,more like Robert 
Frost’s than Miss Lowell’s. Above all, 
‘it is Robert Lowell’s—for he is perhaps 
the best poet in an eminent line of 
poets.

Daily Drug Dangers 


YESTERDAY I DISCUSSED questions about drugs that 
are ‘‘safe’’ enough—moderately used—to be available without 
a prescription. Today I have a letter from a woman who 
describes herself as ‘‘hypersentitive, with heart trouble, and 
a very weak stomach,’”’ who has been taking one codeine 
tablet a day following an operation. This was on a pre- 
scription. 

Now a year has passed and “I feel the need of it every 
evening to get rest and sleep and ease of pain.’’ Her husband 
thinks she should stop; she says she will abide by my 
decision. 


Let me talk turkey. Maybe she won’t like what 
I say, but I am saying it anyway. This sounds like 
a habit! Neither pain, nor heart trouble, nor “weak 
stomach” is something that occurs just once a day. 
Nor is it likely that ‘“‘one tablet,” whatever its 
strength, will last for 24 hours. That’s why it sounds 
like a habit. 


Codeine, while not as strong as morphine and some 
other opium derivatives, is nonetheless a narcotic, and toying 
with narcotics is dangerous to the unsuspecting taker. The 
narcotic drugs have a place in treatment. There are many 
instances in which nothing else we know can serve so well. 
But only for the brief emergency, not for recurrent pain. 

The barbiturates (phenobarbital, or many other deriva- 
tives of barbituric acid) likewise are dished out too freely 
for “nerves” and sleeplessness, Again, there are cases in 
which they need to be used, but again habituation comes 
very easily, and barbiturate poisoning is a real dangér and 
causes too many deaths. 

It is easier to take a pill than to mend our ways! 

In the last several years the tranquilizers have become 
very popular, and while they appear to be less dangerous 
than the barbiturates, they are not without risk, and habitua- 
tion has been reported in some studies. They aren’t perfect. 
They aren’t “foolproof.” And they are not needed as often 
as people insist. 


I recently refused a request from a woman for 
a prescription for tranquilizers. I asked why she felt 
she needed them and she said it was “because all my 
friends are taking them.” 


Drugs are drugs. People are people. As a doctor, I 
know that at times people can be made better, can be made 
more comfortable, can be helped over a rough spot with 
sedatives and narcotics. But these are not for daily use. 
No such drug is for daily use. It takes its toll, and the 
price is too high. Please, my friends and readers, don’t 
let yourself ever reach the point at which you feel you 
“need” a diug every day. Brcause that is the point at 
which you have already gone too far, and the road back 
to normalcy, while not impossible, is not easy.

No. They may improve appetite however and you then 

may gain weight.

than you said it would:

during a holdup. Giannini was 
released for lack of evidence. 

By the late 1930’s he had be- 
come one of Charlie (Lucky) Lu- 
ciano’s principal henchmen. He 
bought into a restaurant supply 
business, then into a garbage 
collection concern with the won- 
derful name of the Eagle Waste 
Company. The restaurants on 
his imposing list purchased their 
food from him and had their re- 
fuse removed by his trucks—or 
else. 

In 1950, Giannini suddenly had 
an urge to visit Europe and look 
up old friends —including Don 
Salvatore Lucania (Luciano). 
He had plenty of money. But 
that is not the way a mafioso 
thinks. He has to be busy. Con- 
sultations followed with his old 
friend and associate Salvatore 
Shillitani. Giannini, Shillitani, the 
don and the others thought up a 
series of typically complicated 
and ramified projects for the 
traveler. They had heard from 
friends and relatives in Italy 
that drugs such as sulfa com- 
pounds, penicillin and vitamins 
of various kinds were in great 
demand. 

This was something to be ex- 
ploited by promptly arranging a 
smuggling network to provide 
Italian needs at relatively rea- 
sonable prices to the Italians but 
with big profits to the organiz- 
ers. Giannini had also heard 
from European sources that 
good counterfeit American cur- 
rency was commanding high 
prices in France and Italy and 
could be easily and safely dis- 
posed of. This was also arranged 
by two brethren particularly in- 
terested in counterfeiting. The 
over-all plan was to use the 
money brought in by these two 
operations to buy heroin for ship- 
ment to the United States. 

It was a typical Mafia scheme, 
broad in scope, worked out in 
countless meetings over pasta 
and wine. 

In due course Giannini, the 
inevitable Cadillac, his wife 
and two children sailed for 
Europe. Giannini was very 
successful. He sold all of the 
American medicines, which he 
had in concealed compart- 
ments of this automobile, for 
a handsome profit, disposed of 
some $15,000 worth of counter- 
feit United States banknotes 
and made a number of valu- 
able new connections. In 
Naples he was reecived in 
royal style by Don Salvatore 
Lucania. 

The longer Giannini looked at 
the situation the more firmly a 
grand design for himself shaped 
up in his mind. He had excellent 
contacts in the Italian and the 
subsidiary French underworld 
organizations. All the important 
brethren knew and trusted him, 

What the brethren did not 
know, of course, was that the 
swarthy little man whose word 
was considered his bond in- 
formed regularly to the Bureau 
of Narcotics. 

Every detective worth his salt 
“develops,”” to use the police 
term, informers who are sub- 
merged in the underworld and 
have access to information 
which the police cannot possibly 
obtain on their own. There is 
frequently a cat-and-mouse ele- 
ment in this kind of informal ar- 
rangement. The informer is first 
of all a criminal and only sec- 
ondarily a teller of.tales, and he 
must try to make sure that his 
own questionable activities do 
not come to the attention of the 
police. The law enforcement of- 
ficer, on the other hand, must on 
occasion shut his eyes to an of- 
fense committed by his under- 
world contact in order to retain 
his pipeline of information.

With his unusual connections, 
Giannini decided he could be- 
come the indispensable link be- 
tween the Italian and French un- 
derworld combines and New 
York, keep the U.S. Treasury 
quiet with occasional tidbits of 
information and continue to shut- 
tle back and forth across the At- 
lantic. 

For a while he did very nicely

at it. During his visits to Paris 
he stayed at the pleasant Hotel 
California with an attractive Pa- 
risian named Jeannine Diament. 
(Giannini never took his wife 
along to Europe again.) 

In Italy, Signor Giannini had 
an equally comfortable arrange- 
ment. He established his head- 
quarters in Milan, in the vener- 
able Duomo Hotel on the piazza 
in front of the city’s magnificent 
cathedral. 

After one of his luxurious va- 
cations on the French Riviera, 
Giannini set off from Cannes for 
his usual business tour of Italy. 
He had gone through the San 
Remo border post dozens of 
times. The officer who stamps 
one’s passport appears to be cas- 
ual, even careless about it. Ac- 
tually, just under the counter at 
which he stands are a number 
of small black books which he 
can consult quickly. One is the 
Interpol list of most wanted 
criminals. Near the officer’s foot 
is a button. This time it was 
pressed. 

Mr. Eugene Giannini of New 
York was incensed when a uni- 
formed Guardia di Finanza ap- 
peared behind him and with 
apologies took him firmly by the 
arm. A few hours later, before 
a stern examining magistrate in 
the police headquarters in Ven- 
timiglia, he demanded a lawyer, 
bail and his constitutional rights. 
But things don’t work that way 
in Italy, and shortly thereafter 
Gino found himself in the Poggio 
Reale Prison of Naples, where 
he was to await trial on a charge 
of complicity in distributing 
counterfeit money. One of his as- 
sociates in the fake dollar deal 
of two years before had been 
caught ard had named Giannini 
as his supplier. 

Far away from his mistress, 
silk shirts and good food, he had 
to spend 10 months in Poggio 
Reale. 

But Gino was a resourceful 
man. Although incarcerated in 
one of the worst prisons in Italy, 
he managed to stay closely in 
touch with his various enter- 
prises. His attitude toward the 
Bureau of Narcotics was equivo- 
cal. He complained that it was 
all the fault of the bureau that 
he was in Poggio Reale, and at 
the same time he smuggled out 
information in the hope that the 
bureau would arrange his release. 

He became so desperate that 
he committed the final indiscre- 
tion. He put the worst of his 
offenses on paper. “I once gave 
you information,” he wrote to 
the bureau, ‘‘on Charlie Lucky 
(Luciano) and his connection 
man Joe Pici, of which in April 
from this lead they made an 
arrest here. Frank Gallace and 
nephew got away.

also Charlie Lucky’s other con- 
nection man and where the stuff 
comes from.

the details of a big Mafia-led 
operation between Europe and 
the United States in which 
Eugenio Giannini was playing a 
major role. 

Gradually, the details of the 
relationship and dealings be- 
tween these peculiar people had 
to be dug out. More than a 
dozen highly skilled narcotic 
agents had to work periodically 
for more than two years to m 
this ramified conspiracy and 
then collect the necessary evi- 
dence. 

The broad outlines of the or- 
ganization to which Giannini be- 
longed were beginning to take 
shape. It was a typical Mafia 
syndicate. Beside Giannini, the 
principal names were Moccio, 
Pagano, Valachi, Quartiero and 
Reina; all with countless aliases. 


They had imagination, busi- 
ness like methods and skillful 
techniques. One of their agree- 
ments, for example, called for 
a permanent fund of at least 
$300,000 to be maintained at 
all times for sudden advan- 
tageous purchases of heroin 
and emergency expenses for 
couriers and lawyers. 

In the meanwhile, Eugenio 
Giannini had been tried on the 
counterfeiting charge and ac- 
quitted for lack of evidence. 
The associate who had de- 
nounced him suddenly lost his 
memory. 

Even the dreadful Poggia 
Reale had changed Gino not a 
bit. He had big plans. He knew 
that the elimination of Ansaldi 
would make heroin scarce in the 
United States for a while and 
was all set to take advantage of 
the abrupt rise in its price. The 
trouble was that he was now 
under indictment in New York 
on a former narcotics trading 
charge and would be arrested 
immediately if he went home. 
He decided to stay in Italy and 
even become an Italian citizen. 
Supervisor Siragusa had other 


* plans, however, and the co-opera- 


tion of the Italian government. 
Giannini’s application for citizen- 
ship was refused, he was ordered 
expelled and duly flown back to 
the United States. An ingenious 
system, incidentally, has been 
developed through Interpol which 
makes the shipment of such a 
prisoner without a guard possi- 
ble. He is simply put aboard a 
plane at the starting point and 
all airport police in countries 
where the aircraft is: to touch 


Paris, Shannon and Gander, Gi- 
no was not out of sight of the 
police for a moment, and any- 
where else on the way to New 
York he didn’t want to get out, 
as he remarked ruefully. 
Giannifil was duly arrested at 
Idlewild by federal agents, ar- 
raigned and released in $15,000 
bail. His release and bail were 
made easy for a reason. As ex- 
pected, he was back at work 
very soon. Before leaving Italy 
he had made all the necessary 
arrangements with various breth- 
ren to keep handy the 10 kilo- 
grams of heroin which he, his 
partner Giacomo Reina and a 
few lesser investors had bought 
and paid for in Italy prior to his 
prison term in Poggio Reale.

Gino, it turned out, was for- 
mulating a plot to cheat his 
partners—Reina, Moccio and the 
rest—out of the larger part of 
the 10 kilos. This sort of thing 
happens rarely within the broth- 
erhood. One may shoot a rival, 
or have him shot, under suffi- 


* cient provocation; one may not 


swindle a partner. But Giannini 
was not an orthodox mafioso. 
He was looking for a courier en- 
tirely unknown to his syndicate 
to go to his brother-in-law in 
Salerno and collect six of the 
10 kilos and bring them into 
the United’ States for his own, 
lone, $80,000 benefit. 

This news had reached the 
bureau through a “special em- 
ploye’”’ who was close to Gian- 
nini. The bureau reacted im- 
mediately with one of its coun- 
terplots. The ‘“‘special employe”’ 
was prevailed upon to introduce 
Narcotic Agent Anthony Zirilli, 
in the role of a small-time but 
ambitious racketeer, to Giannini 
as a reliable messenger. Gino 
liked him on sight and a deal 
was made.

After several days’ negotia- 
tions, the transfer of the heroin 
was arranged.

News travels over the under- 
world grapevine very quickly. 
Within a few days Reina, Moc- 
cio and the rest of the syndicate 
in New York had the picture. 

Gino had obviously tried to 
bring in six kilos which be- 
longed to them all without 
telling them. That could mean 
only one thing. An investiga- 
tion by the syndicate followed. 
The mafiosi are never careless 
about establishing guilt. The 
results were positive. 


Just a month after Pelligrino’s 
arrest in Salerno—at 5 a.m. on |

One of the 
detectives suddenly bent down 
over a red mark on the side- 
walk, sniffing. ‘“This is blood,’’ 
he said. Mr. Steo’s eyebrows 
rose. “Blood? Blood? Where 
should blood come from?’ The 
detectives went away. 

Shortly after 6 a.m. the owner 
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of a little delicatessen in East 
107th Street came to open his 
shop for the day. Somewhat 
nearsighted, he thought at first: 
that it was a bundle of rags put. 
near the garbage cans in front. 
of 221 East. Then he looked 
closer. It was a bloodied body, 
face up, in the gutter. The mer- 
chant nervously ran for the 
phone. Detectives recognized the 
corpse at once. It was Eugenio’ 
Giannini in a light tan sports 
jacket, brown slacks and shoes, 
an expensive Swiss watch on his. 
left wrist, $140 in his pocket and 
two .38 caliber bullets in his 
brain. 

The killers were never caught,- 
Reina, Moccio and several oth- 
ers were brought in for ques- 
tioning. They, of course, knew, 
nothing. Gino had been their 
friend and they: were very sad. 
They could not understand, they 
said, how anybody could do such 
a thing.

Whereupon the little boy asked, ‘‘How can I plant 
whem again when I go back to school so that we will have 
turtles?”

The poor children have such a desire to be individually 
recognized that they always ask if I remember their names. 
I always say that | remember their faces, but it is impossible 
to remember al] their names.
